Other startling time was made this week, when a 
quarter in 2-Si seconds was negoti^ed by a Major 
Richards, a two-year-old in Cy Hughes’ stable. This 
filly only cost that shrewd trainer $65 as a yearling 
last fall. The three-year-old filly, Ace of Spades, a 
sister to Isabinda, worked a like distance in the 
same time. J. C. Milam worked the two-year-old 
Wednesday a half-mile in 51i seconds, but she had 
light weight up. Yet. so satisfactory was the per- 
formance to the trainer that all efforts to identify 
the youngster have so far failed.

He is after the big i rizes of the turf, and he thinks 
his trainer, Charley Hughes, can send winners to 
the post. Together with Hughes he spent yesterday 
looking over the yearlings at Overton H. Chenault’a 
Spendthrift Stuff. They are by Hermence, Rnssell, 
etc. Mr. Ziegler liked the sons and daughters of 
the two sires so well that he negotiated for the pur- 
chase of the entire lot, about thirty head. No deal 
whs closed, but it is likely he will hand over about 
$15,000 and take them. He wants the colts by Her- 
mence on account of his son Hermis now owned by 
him. He said yesterday : “I think Hermis will 
win the American Derby. I stand to win about 
$30,000 if he does. He is as fine as split silk. He 
may be small, but he is all race horse.” 

Joe Ullman is quoted as saying in regard to the 
Montgomery Handicap: “If Waring wins I stand 
now to lose $28,000. Just before leaving Hot 
Springs I took a bet of $1,000 from Harry McKenna 
and Bob Lloyd at 24 to 1 on the Hildreth horse. 
Should Nitrate win I stand to lose about the same 
amount as on Wearing. Albert Simons wanted to 
bet me $500 on him at 5 to 1 this afternoon, but I re- 
fused it. The price is now 4. I have a telegram 
from Leo Meyer at Hot Springs asking me what I 
would take on Wax Taper. I told him $1,000 at 8 to 
1. Haven’t had an answer as to that yet. As the 
book now stands I would lose about $5,000 to that 
horse. I would get an even break on Silurian, and 
I would lose to all others of the possible starters, 
with the exception of The Lady and Vulcain. How- 
ever, the meeting looks like it is going to be a great 
one and I stand a good chance to get the book 
rounded out between now and post time Monday.”

The former came from Kentucky and 
the latter from Florida. Gene Porter, who has 
been wintering at Palm Beach, got in Wednesday 
morning. Colonel W. E. A pjilegate and Charles T. 
W'altering have arrived from Louisville. Walter- 
ing says that his Oaks candidate. Sister Addie, is 
going freely at Churchill Dovras, and that he figures 
to have a good chance with her in the star event 
for three-year-old fillies at Latonia. Joe Over- 
meyer got in from San Francisco. W. H. McCorkle, 
owner of Barouche, has arrived from Lexington. 
He is pretty sweet on this filly, notwithstanding 
the prevailing o]>inion that a three-year-old cannot 
win it, and esi>ecia!ly a filly. 

Since last Saturday the Kentucky Association 
track at Lexington Ky., has been alive with horses, 
and for the first time since last fall they have been 
sent along to their full capacity from a quarter to a 
half mile. The track is lightning fast right now, 
and it would require a very heavy rain to make it 
slow, a light shower having only the effect to settle 
the dusk. 

The best half mile work done so far was by a two- 
year-old) filly by Troubadour, winner of the Su- 
burban Handicap in 1886.
